3. The following are scheduled to testify Thursday, 
20 July: Sam Zutty, retired Immigration and Naturalization 
Service Inspector who headed special unit in 1973 to investigate 
alleged Nazi war criminals; James Green, retired Deputy 
Commissioner, Immigration and Naturalization Service; Ray 
Farrell, retired former Commissioner, Immigration and 
Naturalization Service 1972-1976. 


4. John Tipton again confirmed that GAO will disclose 
no names of any alleged Nazi war criminals during the testimony. 
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
